PIKE  AND  PYKE  FAMILIES 
IN  GREAT  BRITAIN,  (l) 


The  Surname  "Pyke"  occurs  early  in  the 
English  archives.  Richard  Pyke  was  of  the  Knights 
Companions  of  the  Bath,  13  August,  1324.  There  are 
records  of  grants  of  arms  to  persons  of  that  patro-

nymic. 


One  John  Pike,  Pik  or  Pyke,  chronicler, 
master  of  the  schools  of  St.  Marti n-le-Orand,  London, 
flourished  in  132 2.  (2) 

The  will  of  Alexander  Pyke,  dated  at 
London,  "Monday  next  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Kather¬ 
ine  Virgin  [25  Nov.]  ,  A.  D.  1329,"  made  beejuests 
"to  Avice  his  wife,  his  capital  tenement  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Bunetar  LSast^!,  London,  for  life; 
remainder  to  Nicholas  and  John  his  sons."  (3) 

There  are  printed  references  to  a  Nicholas 
Pyke,  in  Bridge  Ward,  London,  flourishing  7  Edward 
III. ,  circa  1334  .  (4)

A  Nicholas  Pyke  was  Sheriff  of  London,  in 
1332,  and  is  described  as  "ancestor"  of  Thomas  pyke, 
Sheriff,  in  1410.  (5)  No  pedigree,  to  connect  the 
two,  has  been  found.  v 

No  doubt,  others  of  the  same  surname  came 
from  different  counties  to  live  in  London. 

In  the  ’Visitation  of  London,  1634  and 
1635,’  (6)  appears,  the  name  of  Edward  Pyke,  dyer, 
of  Queenhithe  Ward,  London,  living  1634,  descended 
from  Phillip  Pyke,  of  Panwell,  county  Somerset. 
Edward  Pyke' a  children,  living  1634,  were  Michaell , 
Jheremiah,  Nathaniell  and  Anne.  (7) 

The  son  "Michaell"  may,  or  may  not,  have 
been  identical  (8)  with  the  Michael  Pyke,  of  Cran- 
ley  or  Cranleigh,  surrey,  clerk,  whose  will  (9), 
in  1680/1,  mentions  "daughter  Dorothy,  wife  of 
Capt.  William  Perv,  of  Thorpe,  Surrey;  daughter 
Elizabeth  Atfeild,  wife  of  Ambrose  Atfeild,  of 
St.  Leonard’s,  Shoreditch,  D.  D.;  daughter  Mary 
Trotman,  wife  of  Edward  Trotman."  The  testator  te- 
oueathed  "Five  pounds  to  poor  of  St.  Leonard's, 
Shoreditch."  Michael  Pyke  was  patron  of  the  living 
of  St.  Mary,  Somerset.  (10)  He  married  an  Eliza¬ 
beth,  who  died  in  1670.  They  had  a  daughter  born

of  Chelmsford,  Essex."  It  mentions  daughter,  Jane, 
wife  of  Edward  Day;  son  William  Pyke;  granddaughters, 
Hary  Bland  and  Jane  Day;  grandson  Richard  Jones.

The  will  of  Elizabeth  Pyke,  widow  of 
William  Pyke,  of  Greenwich,  or  the  administration 
of  her  estate,  has  not  be  discovered.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband,  in  1727,  she  may  have  removed 
her  residence.  There  are  several  wills  of  widows 
bearing  that  name.  This  Elizabeth  Pyke  may,  per¬ 
haps,  have  been  identical  with  her  namesake  men¬

The  earliest  record,  so  far  found,  of 
Isaac  Pyke,  is  in  1706,  as  captain  of  the  "Stringer, 
engaged  in  the  East  India  trade.  An  account  of  his 
life  appeared  in  Notes  a nd  on e r 3. e s  ,  in  1930.

There  appears  to  be  no  direct  evidence  of 
any  relationship  between  Isaac  Pyke  and  william  Pyke, 
poulterer ,  although  both  lived  in  Greenwich.  ^37) 

The  latter  died  in  1727 . 


An  inventory  was  taken,  at  St.  Helena, 
circa  8  August,  1738,  of  Isaac  Pykele  effects,  which 
were  sold  by  auction.

Edward  Trotman,  of  Hackney,  Middlesex, 
gent.,  and  Mary  Pike,  of  St.  Leonard, 
Shoreditch,  were  licensed  to  marry  4  July, 
1676  (cf.  Harl.  Soc-.,  vol.  xxiii.  p.  21G). 

Edmund  Pyke,  of  St.  Leonard’s,  Eaat-

On  6  Aug..  1903,  I  was  examining  the  books 
in  the  parish  chest  of  Pattishali,  Nonhants. 
and  found  therein  e  book  which  did  not 
belong  to  that  parish.  It  was  contemporary 
w  ith  part  of  the  Pattishali  register,  and  had 
been  in  recent  years  bound  at  t Ho  expense 
of  the  church.  Needless  to  add  it  had  been 
undiscovered  at  triennial  inspections  by 
the  rural  dean.  On  careful  examination, 
however.  I  discovered  the  principal  names 
in  the  register  to  be  those  of  Blake.dev  gentle 
families,  such  as  Butler,  Watts,  and  l’oxley 
of  Fox  ley .  in  the  parish  of  Blftkesley.  On 
visiting  Blakesley.  i  found  that  the  leaves 
of  that  register  were  all  loose,  and  that  the 
portion  just  found  at  Pattishali  fitted  in 
exactly.  This  missing  portion  was  for  the 
years  1614  to  1630  inclusive,  and  contained 
christenings,  marriages,  and  burials.  1  am 
glad  to  say  that,  since  then,  the  Pattishali 
authorities  have  restored  the  book  to 
13  lakes  ley.

ISAAC  FYKE,  GOVERNOR  OF 
ST.  HELENA. 

j^SAAt  I  v ko  in, iv  have  been  hoiii  soon  after 
1676,  if  vve  may  assume  that  i i< •  was. 
1 1 rol j a i i ly ,  close  to  thirty  years  of  age  when 
a|)]ioi  ntcil,  m  170u,  as  captain  ol  the 
Stringer  galley.  The  latter  had  hern  char¬ 
tered  by  1  he  East  India  Company  for  a 
voyage  to  China;  (see  the  E.  1.  Co.’s  Court 
M  i  11  lit  es,  N  ov  cinls  r.  17%;  India  <  mice. 
Whitehall.  London).  This  is  the  earliest 
mention  of  Isaac  Fyke  in  the  India  Ollier 
records.  The  names  of  his  “securities” 
for  that.  voyage  are  unknown,  as  those  for 
merchant  captains  have  not  hern  preserved. 
The  log  of  the  Stringer,  for  this  voyage, 
apparently  tin*  lirst  made  hy  Fyke,  as  enm- 
tnander,  commences  13  Oct.,  1706.  and  ends 
30  .May,  1709.  I  lie  same  ship,  under  Fvke's 
command,  made  another  vovage  (20  <)et.. 
1709,  t o  8  Aug.,  1/13),  to  (  lima  and  Alocho. 

A  letter  from  Samuel  Lock,  of  the  ship 
Hester,  in  the  Downs,  dated  24  Sept.,  1712, 
says  : 

Wen  left  the  Howland,  <',i|»t.  Cook.  LM  Ilceem- 
l>er  last  at  Canton  .  .  .  The  Stringer,  ('apt. 
Pike,  was  dispateht  I  ruin  Canton  for  Moeho 
a  few  days  before  us,  hut  stopt  at  Macao,  wee 
supposed  for  some  necessary*;  helieve  they'll  tie 
late  for  the  lied  Sea  (I.O. ,  Mise.  Letters  I - 
reived,  vol.  iv..  No.  147). 

The  log  of  tin-  Stringer,  on  Fvke’s  second 
voyage,  ends  8  \ng. ,  1713.  Tin*  vhi|i  was 
then  off  the  level,  having  taken  that  route 
with  a  Hutch  convoy.  At  least  tvvvnt v-four 
hours,  possibly  longer,  would  be  necessary 
before  she  could  get  into  the  Thames.  it 
would  appear,  therefore,  that.  Captain  Pvke 
could  not  have  left  the  Stringer  any  earlier 
than  10  Aug.,  if  then.  Die  date  of  his 
arrival  home,  in  ( lr<*euvv ich,  is  thus  deter¬ 
mined  rather  closely. 

Some  entries  in  tin*  E.I.  Co.’s  Court  Hook, 
vol.  vvviii,  pp.  700.

Numerous  references  to  him  are 
contained  in  *  Records  of  hoit  St.  George. 

1719-1727  ’  (Madras, 
1929).  He  was  relieved  of  his  office  and 
going  from  Bencoolen,  in  the  Drake,  arrived 
at  Madras,  4  Aug..  1722  (ibid.,  p.  74).  He 
returned  to  Kngland,  from  India,  in  the 
Fvles,  in  1723  (ihiil.,  p.  82).

The  K.L  Co.’s  Court  of  Directors,  8  July, 
1724  ordered  that  three  bills  of  exchange 
claimed  bv  Mr.  Dyke,  late  Deputy  Governor 
of  the  West  Coast,  “  the  one  for  ten  thousand 


dollars  payable  to  himself,  .  .  .  be  accepted 
from  this  day  and  paid  when  due.”  (I.O., 
Court  Book,  vol.  li.  p.  75). 

These  entries  seems  to  imply  that  Dyke’s 
defence  of  his  administration  was  satisfactory 
to  the  K.l.  Co.’s  Directors. 

An  illustrated  account  of  a  temple  in 
India,  by  Isaac  Dyke,  from  an  original  MS. 
in  the  India  Office,  appeared 'in  Arch&ologia,

A  letter  from  Isaac  Dyke,  relating  to  a 
method  of  making  mortar,  at  Madras,  was 
published  in  Philos.

Home,  again,  in  Greenwich,  in  1723,  Pyke 
appears  to  have  remained  in  England  for 
several  years.  There  is  an  indenture  or  a 
lease  and  release  made  26  and  27  Aug..  1723, 
between  (1)  John  Bennett,  rsqre.,  a  Master 
in  Chancery,  (2)  Isaac  Dyke  of  Greenwich, 
co.  Kent,  esq  re. .  hfte  Governor  of  Bencoolen, 
in  the  East  Indies,  relating  to  a  sale  of  the 
11  Leg  of  Mutton  ”  field  in  Greenwich.  i>ought 
by  John  Bennett  of  Henry  Garrett. 

In  Ilasted’s  ‘  History  of  Kent,’  ed.  Drake, 
under  the  heading  of  *  Hundred  of  Black- 
heath,’  p.  78,  is  an  account  of  Dyke’s  resi¬ 
dence  known  as  Ruffar  House.  ”  One  Garrett 
sold  the  ground  to  John  and  Thomas  Bennett 
(ride  clvii.  316)  Masters  in  Chancery,  and 
they,  in  1721.  disposed  of  the  same  to  Sir 
Gregory  Page  and  Isaac  Pyke,  Ksq.  .  .  . 
Some  exchanges  of  land  occurred  between  Sir 
Gregory  and  Mr.  Pyke.  known  as  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Bencoolen.  He  resided  in  Buffar 
House,  and  his  family  had  long  been  settled 
in  Greenwich.  John  Buffar.  Esq.,  married 
Mr.  Dyke’s  niece.  their  son  Pyke  Buffar 
inherited  the  property.  He  was  twice  High 
Sheriff  for  Kent,  and  died  young  in  1769. 
There  is  a  p  onument  to  his  memory  in  Green¬ 
wich  Churcnyard.” 

“  Indenture  made  4  Sept.,  1723.  between 

(1)  Robert  Watson,  of  Greenwich,  gent.. 

(2)  Isaac  Dyke.  (3)  Mary  Ratcliff.-,  of  Green¬ 
wich,  widow  ;  lease  for  remainder  of  a  term 
of  21  years,  of  lands  in  Greenwich.” 

Administration  was  granted.  7  July,  1726. 
to  Isaac  Pyke,  for  the  property  of  his 
mother.  Ann  Pyke.  lately  of  Greenwich. 
Kent,  widow,  whose  will,  dated  10  Aug., 
1710.  did  not  name  any  executor  (10  S. 
viii.  45). 

One  Edward  Pyke,  whom  we  have  not 
identified,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  East 
India  Co.,  7  Oct.,  1730.  concerning  the  sale 
of  some  salt{>etre  (I.O.,  Miscell.  Letters 
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Received,  vol.  xxi.,  no.  146;  and  Court  Book,  | 
"vol.  liv.,  p.  134).  There  appears  to  be  no 
evidence  at  all  of  any  relationship  between 
him  and  Isaac  Pyke. 

In  May,  1731,  administration  of  the  effects 
of  one  Ann  Pike,  deceased,  was  granted  to  j 
Borlaee  Pike  (l’.C.C.). 

Isaac  Pyke  was,  again,  appointed  Governor  ■ 
of  St.  Helena,  late  in  1731.  There  is  a  , 
record  of  “  Permission  paid,  19  Nov.,  1731,  by  j 
Isaac  Pyke,  Govr.,  and  Borlaee  Pyke,  Factor, 
for  St.  Helena,  for  passages  on  the  Enfield  ”  , 
(I. O.,  ‘  Miscellanies,’  \ol.  v i i - ,  end  of  vol.). 
Borlaee  Pyke  (or  Pike,  as  his  name  appears  i 
elsewhere)  may,  possibly,  have  been  a  nephew 
or,  perhaps,  a  half-nephew  of  Isaac  Ijke. 
The  Enfield,  (’apt.  Thomas  Manley  com¬ 
mander,  sailed  from  the  Downs,  1  Dec.,  17ol, 
bound  to  lioncoolen  and  Batavia.  On  To 
31  arch,  1731/2,  the  ship  “  Anchored  in  St. 
Helena  Road  and  saluted  the  Fort  with  9 
guns.  At  11,  Governor  Pyke  went  on  shore, 
who  I  saluted  with  9  guns’'  (extract  from 
the  log  of  the  Enfield  ;  I.O.,  Marine  Records, 
Logs,  vol.  670  I).). 

Governor  1’vke  was,  no  doubt,  the  trans- 
mitter  of  the  MS.  of  1  Observations  of  Lati¬ 
tude  and  Variation,  taken  on  board  the  , 
Hartford,  in  her  passage  from  Java  Head  to 
St  Helena,’  which  was  published  in  Philos,  i 
Trans.  No.  424,  for  July-August,  1732  (pp. 
331-336).  The  Hartford,  which  left  Java 
Head,  2  Feb.,  1731/2,  arrived  at  St.  Helena 
5  May,  1732.  which  allows  the  requisite  time 
of  about  three  months  for  the  remainder  of 
the  voyage  from  St.  Helena  to  England. 

Brief  accounts  of  Pyke’s  two  administra¬ 
tions  as  Governor  of  St.  Helena  appear  in 
Brooks,  T.  1L,  ‘  History  of  the  Island  of  St. 
Helena,”  pp.  216,  247,  passim  (London, 
1824);  Jackson,  E.  L.,  ’St.  Helena  :  The 
Historic  Island,’  pp.  44-48  (London,  1903). 

The  East  India  Company,  not  being  satis¬ 
fied  with  Pyke’s  handling  of  affairs  at  St. 
Helena,  determined  to  displace  him,  but 
before  the  orders  could  reach  the  island,  he 
died  there,  28  July,  1738. 

Pyke’s  will,  as  of  Greenwich,  dated  5  Jan., 
1729/30,  was  proved  10  April,  1739,  by  John 
Buffar,  and  30  April,  1739,  by  Mary  Brad¬ 
ford,  formerly  Rateliffe.  the  testator’s  sister 
(10  S.  viii.  45).  An  inventory  was  taken  at 
St.  Helena,  of  Pyke’s  effects,  which  were  sold 
at  auction  (St.  Helena  Consultations,  8  Aug., 
1733).  A  warrant  was  made  in  October,  1739, 
for  £2,608  and  paid  to  his  executors,  Mary 
Bradford  and  John  Buffar.  These  two 
petitioned  19  Aug.,  1741,  and  1  Nov.,  1741. 
for  a  bond  entered  into  by  Mr.  Dorrill 
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“  above  20  years  ago,”  and  for  the  produce  of 
bis  “outcry”  at  St.  Helena  (I.O.,  Misc. 
letters  Received,  vol.  xxx.,  Nos.  139,  200). 
This  shows  that  Dorrill  was  connected  with 
Isaac  Pyke  until  the  latter’s  death  in  1738. 

Indenture  made  25  Nov.,  1743,  betw.  (lj  Mary 
Bradford,  of  Greenwich,  widow,  executor  of 
Isaac  Pyke,  late  of  the  Island  of  St.  Helena, 
esqro.,  deceased,  &  (2)  John  Buffer,  of  Condon, 
merchant,  esq  re.,  etc.; 

Isaac  l’yke  made  his  will  5  Jan.,  J 729 / 30  & 
died  28  July,  1738.  John  Buffar  now  grants 
Mary  Bradford  a  power  of  attorney  &  receives 
a  release  from  her. 

In  the  library  of  the  Society  of  Genealogists, 
London,  added"  to  a  note  of  the  monumental 
inscription  to  Ann  Pyke,  in  Greenwich 
Churchyard  (cl vi i i .  122),  is  the  following:  — 
“Arms  on  a  diamond — (Sa.)  3  pitchforks 
puleways  in  fess  (ar.)  impaling  (Gu.)  a  chev. 
eng.  between  3  garbs,  ar. ”  “Pyke  and 

(Hill).” 

This  seems  to  imply  a  relationship  between 
the  families  of  Pyke  and  Hill? 

The  administration  of  the  effects  of  one 
John  Bradford,  late  of  St.  Peter-le-Chef, 
London,  but  late  of  Greenwich,  was  granted 
to  Mary  Bradford,  widow,  3  31  ay,  1727 
(l’.C.C.). 

3Iary  Bradford,  as  of  East  Greenwich, 
Kent,  widow,  made  her  will,  dated  6  Nov., 
1749;  proved  13  Jan.,  1749/50  (P.C.C.,  reg. 
Greenly,  f o.  3).  The  will  mentions  :  Brother 
Isaac  Pyke,  deceased,  who  made  a  vault  in 
the  New  Churchyard,  East  Greenwich; 
Grandson,  Buffar  Pyke  (  ?  Pyke  Buffar)  ; 
Ann.  daughter  of  John  Bradford,  late  son- 
in-law  (?  step-son);  David,  John,  James, 
brothers  of  Ann. 

This  Mary  Bradford  appears  to  have  had, 
also,  a  step-daughter,  Frances  Bradford,  who 
predeceased  her. 

One  Isaac  l’vke,  of  Chidley,  Co.  Devon, 
m  his  will,  dated  17  Jan.,  1731/2  (Admon. 
granted  20  Jan.,  1731/2;  P.C.C.,  reg.  Bed¬ 
ford,  fo.  21),  mentions  brother  Abraham, 
sister  31  ary,  and  a  Nicholas  Pike.  There 
appears  to  l>e  no  evidence  of  any  connection 
between  these  persons  and  Isaac  Pyke,  of 
Greenwich  (oh.  1738). 

Another  Isaac  Pike  was  boatswain’s  mate, 
17  Aug.,  1757,  on  the  Province  Ship, 
Pennsylvania  (‘  Pennsylvania  Archives,’  5th 
series,  vol.  i.,  p.  87),  but  no  particulars  are 
given. 

There  was,  also,  an  Isaac  Pike.  “  late  a 
sergeant  in  Colonel  Kepper’s  Regiment  at  the 
Havannah,  a  bachelor,  deed.,”  of  whose 
effects  administration  was  granted,  22  3Iarch, 
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Pike,  his  fat)  ,  1  now 
tedding  ai  Nov; ton,  Co.  Wilts”  (P.C.C.,  Act 
Book). 

jLho  will  of  a  Rev.  Robert  Isaac  Pyke,  of 
Somerset,  was  proved  iri  July,  1784  (P.C.C., 
teg.  Rockingham,  fo.  407). 

Ihess  various  entries,  which  ere  probably 
unrelated,  serve  to  show  that  the  Christian 
name  “  Isaac,”  although  it  is  certainly 
unusual  >n  the  Fyke  or  Pike  families,  is  not 
absolutely  unique.

Governor  Pyke’a  son,  John,  baptized  5 
Jan.,  1715,  probably  died  in.  infancy  (clviii. 
237).’  The  former’s  will  does  not  mention 
anv  surviving  child.  (19  S.  viii.  45). 

in  April,  1909,  Mr.  J.  G.  Bradford,  then 
residing  at  1,  Blandford  \  illas.  Queen  s 
Road,  Ruckhurst  Hill.  Essex,  generously 
sent  to  me  several  useful  notes  about  Isaac 
Pvke  who  “  resided  in  Buffar  Rouse,  Maize 
Hill,  Greenwich.”  Mr.  Bradford  mention-d 
three  abstracts  of  deeds  and  a  seal  \\  hi  oh 
occurred  three  times,  (ciee  Afujncine  of  H\s~ 
tori/,  xii.  119-120;  New  York,  1910).  One 
seal  bears  a  martlet,  which,  as  another  cor- 
respondent  informed  me,  has  often  been  used 
as  the  sign  of  a  fourth  son  (cliii.  5,  z.9t>, 
515).

238),  and  a  note  read- 
iuc.  thus:  “  Mrs.  Caroline  Farrier,  a 
descendant  from  the  Banars,  kindly  producer 
the  plans  for  inspection.” 

This  Mrs.  Caroline  Farrier  was,  no  doubt, 
related  to  the  Mrs.  Carrier  from  whom  Mr.

Bradford  received  a  letter,  dated  1891. 

No  data  have,  as  yet,  been  found  relating 
to  any  Fykes  at  Dover. 

Mr.  Bradford  subsequently  directed  my 
attention  to  several  entries  in  Phillimore’s 
‘Gloucestershire  Marriages,’  from  which,  As 
related  to  Tetbury,  he  kindly  extracted  the 
following,  among  others  :

1699,

Isaac  Pike,  tiler,  and  Lvdia  Pittis,  16

The  ‘Alumni  Cantabrigienses,’  Cambridge 
University  Press,  1924,  Part  I.,  vol.  iii., 
pp.  363-4,  mentions  a  number  of  Fykes,  in-  , 
eluding  one  Robert  Isaac  Pyke,  from  Bishop’s 
Tawton,  Devon,  c.  1725.  For  this  reference 
I  am  indebted  to  Prof.  J.  E.  G.  de  Mont¬ 
morency,  M.A.,  LL.B.,  a  vice-president  of 
the  Greenwich  Antiquarian  Society,  and,  at 
one  time,  Churchwarden  of  St.  Alphege 
Church,  Greenwich. 

The  will  of  one  Rev.  Robert  Isaac  Pyke 
(P.C.C.,  407  Rockingham)  describes  the  tes¬ 
tator  as  “  Clerk  Vicar  of  Chew  Magna  and 
Du.ndry,  Somerset.”  It  mentions  Elizabeth 
Dowling,  daughter,  wife  of  Mr.  John  Dow¬ 
ling  ;  Rebecca  Pyke,  wife ;  children  and 
grandchildren,  but  no  names  given.  Will 
dated  22  May,  1784;  proved  13  July,  1784. 

This  additional  information,  given  above, 
indicates  that  the  Christian  name  ‘‘  Isaac,” 
in  the  Pyke  or  Pike  family,  was  not  quite 
so  uncommon  as  previously  thought  (clviii. 
240).
